He is more of an 
American citizen than the majority of 
those who rnle'over him—his ances- 
try dates farther back on American 
soil. His vote is cast as intelligent!} 
as the average white vote, and yet 
there is an unjust distinction of caste 
n<minst him that only time and a dif- 
ferent sentiment can ever overcome 
a social ostrac:sm known only to thi 
"land of the free," so-called. This 
by way of preface to the followui| 
proceedings of a meeting of the color 
ed people of Oakland.

ABOUT BLAHTIHG TBEBS. 


The Vallejo Chronicle, devotes some 


space to the importance of tree-plant- 
ing in California, but more particu- 
larly in that town. It alludes by the 
way to the live oaks—the natural 
»rowth of Oakland-as if they were 
the only thing q{ the kind to attract 
attention of people- seeking u resi- 
dence property. 
Of course these 


oaks were the impetus to a rapid set- 
tlement of the place, but the Vallejo 
paper is informed that the work of 
adornment goes on, and already it 
were hard 'to say which kind of 
shrubbery attracts most^-the natural 
or artificial. 
There is the difference 


somehow between the people of Oak- 
land and Vallejo. 'As the miter says 
Vallejo is yellow and dusty—always 
has been and apparently will be in- 
definitely. There-has seemed to be 
an unaccountable lack of enterprise 
in this particular on. the part of the 
active residents of that place. There- 
is scarcely a lawu or artificial attrac- 
tion of the kind in or about'that 
town, and no effort worth mentioning 
to afford such relief to the eye. No- 
thing can be expected1 of a large class 
who exist there off of drippings from 
the Navy Yard, but there is a sub- 
stantial .lot of people in Vallejo of 
•whom a better state of things is de- 
manded. By the proper use of wa- 
ter, those hills and hollows of Vallejo 
could be beautified most wonderfully 
in a very few years, and by a more 
strict attention to the cultivation of 
the gum tree alone, the place could 
be improved very much.

The raising of cattle, sheep 
and horses has about succeeded in 
tramping the life out of the natural 
verdure of California, and nothing 
short of wholesale planting of trees 
and vines will ever restore the orig- 
inal color. Walt Whitman gays the 
raising of stock is a fine employment 
—that the brutes are not given to the 
needb of local option and other police 
regulations peculiar to man. 
Bu1 


the raising of trees is a much safer 
—less troublesome occupation. 
In 


Switzerland, we believe, there is a 
law compelling every newly married 
couplo to plant so many trees, and 


" the advent of every baby is the occa- 


sion for farther improvements of that 
sort. Were the rod applied in this 
particular more effectually in our 
big, much boasted Bepublic, ,the 
bleak prairies of the Mississippi Val- 
ley and the dry plains of the Pacific 
CoastTttmld eventually be sheltered 
and ornamented beyond description.
